CAPE TOWN, South Africa, Sept 6 (AP)—A 
white assassin stabbed Prime Minister Hendrik F. 
Verwoerd to death today in Parliament. He repeatedly 
stabbed Verwoerd before stunned members could 
overpower him. 

A recently employed parli¬ 
amentary messenger, the as¬ 
sassin was thrown to the 
floor during the struggle. 

Numerous blows were ex¬ 
changed before he finally 
was subdued. 

Verwoerd, architect of 
apartheid, was dead on ar¬ 
rival at a hospital. 

His death was expected to 
bring no change in the gov¬ 
ernment’s white supremacy 
policy, since the Verwoerd 
party controls Parliament by 
a wide margin. 

NECK ARTERY CUT 

Doctors who tried to save 
Verwoerd said he received 
four stab wounds, one in a 
neck artery and three in the 
upper chest.

HOUSTON, Sept. 6 (UPI) — 
Mrs. Esperanza del Valle Vas- 
quez, history’s first recovered 
heart pump patient, walked 
beaming out of Methodist 
Hospital today to return to 
her home in Mexico. 

The petite, dark-haired 
Mexico City beautician 
stepped into a waiting car for 
a trip to the Houston Air 
Center, where she was to 
board a private plane owned 
by Romulo O’Farrill Sr., a 
Mexico City industrialist and 
newspaper publisher. 

O’Farrill was a patient at 
the hospital last month while 
Mrs. Vasquez was making 
medical history with the 
heart pump operation. 

Mrs. Vasquez, 37, under- 
went surgery Aug. 8 to re¬ 
pair two valves in the left 
ventricular of her heart 
damaged by rheumatic fev¬ 
er. The revolutionary heart 
pump was implanted and 
took over up to 40 per cent 
of the work of her heart to 
allow the heart to heal. 

The heart pump had been 
used in at least two other pa¬ 
tients here and a similar de¬ 
vice had been used else¬ 
where, in two other opera¬ 
tions. But in all four previous 
cases the patients died with¬ 
out leaving their beds. 

Mrs. Vasquez will have a 
limited schedule for 40 to 60 
days. After that she will be 
allowed to return to her 
work. 

She is to return to the hos¬ 
pital in six months for a 
checkup. 

The surgeons’ team was 
headed by famed heart sur 
geon Dr. Michael DeBakey, 
chairman of the Baylor Uni¬ 
versity surgery department.

Unable to walk normally 
because of Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease, a Chatsworth grand¬ 
mother last night recounted 
how she fought to hobble 
50 feet beside a swimming 
pool to rescue a drowning 
child. 

Mrs, Clara Holly, 52, of 
10352 Hillview St., was visit¬ 
ing friends at Lafayette 
when she saw three-year-old 
Paul Cohn, fully clothed, 
fall into the backyard pool. 

Mrs. Holly told the Herald- 
Examiner, in response to 
questions during a long dis¬ 
tance telephone interview: 

“I saw him fall in as I 
came around the corner of 
the house. I hollared to tell 
the people inside he was 
drowning. 

“I can walk short dis¬ 
tances, but I lose my bal¬ 
ance and fall very easily— 
and then I can’t get up with¬ 
out help. And, I can’t swim 
a stroke. But this time I 
didn’t give falling a thought. 

“I walked toward him, 
supporting myself against 
the wall outside the pool. 
He was under water in the

shallow end a couple of feet 
from the edge. 

“He was holding his 
breath and his eyes were 
wide open. But I don’t 
think he saw me as I knelt 
down and lay on my stom¬ 
ach on the concrete apron. 
“He rolled to one side 


and his arms came up. I 
grabbed one of his hands 
and held him so that his 
head was out of the water. 
He was choking. I called 
for help again and people 
came running out of the 
house. 

“They got Paul out of 
the water—he was all right, 
but crying — and they 
helped me to my feet.” 

The boy’s father, Steph¬ 
en Cohn, 30, an electronics 
technician, of Martinez, 
told The Herald-Examiner: 

“There is no doubt Paul 
would have drowned if 
Mrs. Holly hadn’t pulled 
him out. My wife and I are 
deeply grateful.” 

The Cohns, Mrs. Holly 
and her husband, Robert, 
58, also an electronics tech¬ 
nician, were guests Sunday 
at the home of Art and 
Beth Clark in Lafayette, 
Contra Costa County, when 
the near-tragedy occurred. 

“My wife can’t walk very 
fast,” Holly said. “Some¬ 
times she falls two or 
three times a day. But she’s 
terrific. I don’t know 
she ever got to the boy 
time.”

Operation 

Changes, which a city coun¬ 
cilman said would strengthen 
operations in the council, 
iwere proposed today includ¬ 
ing new methods of handling 
the budget, reducing dupli¬ 
cate public meetings before 
committees and the council 
and daily meetings of the 
city fathers. 

The proposals by Council¬ 
man Edmund R. Edelman 
were referred to the council’s 
governmental efficiency com¬ 
mittee and the charter and 
administrative committee. 

He advocated the new pro¬ 
cedure in the budgetary pro¬ 
cess with deadlines for com¬ 
pletion of each segment of 
civic financial duties. 

This would allow the 
council to consider both 
appropriations and revenue 
sources and thereby avoid 
the last-minute fiscal crises 
which occur every year. 

He suggested the commit¬ 
tee system be altered so that 
complete public hearings 
would be held here, thus 
making unnecessary dupli¬ 
cate hearings before the 
whole council. 

Also recommended was 
elimination of the require¬ 
ment that the council meet 
five days a week. The group 
could set its own meeting 
schedule by rule, permit¬ 
ting more effective perfor¬ 
mance through adjustment 
of meeting scheduled to fit 
the changing needs of city 
government. 

By freeing itself of many 
“rubber-stamp” duties on 
scores of items daily, the 
council could restrict itself 
to “significant” actions, the 
councilman concluded.
